2Pimothy leaves to his only son Tim- 
othy, the estate so carefuily gathered 
iu, it did not seem as if 1 was going to 
have material enough to muke two 
papers on this family line; but an ex- 
amination of private papers kindly 
loaned by Mrs. S. H. Bailey, the resi- 
dent descenflant, gave me ihe impres- 
sion that the history of Tim's line was 
the history of the town as well as the 
whole tribe Miss Bailey has drawn 
largely from this vaulable collection 
but there is much gleaning left.

AROUND SUNSET ROCK. 

After passing the South Meeting 
House, the difficulty of tracing the Bos- 
ton Road towards the Wilmington line 
increases. It crossed the estates of 
2 Timothy and his brother William Ab- 
bott, in such a way, that I feel sure it 
came acrose the flelds and ran north of 
Sunset Kock, past Nathan B. Abbott’s 
estate; then again I am equally sure 
that it came up behind David Hidden's 
house and crossed by Hezekiah Jones’ 
to the estate of the late Joel Russell, 
and so on to Gould’s, while the line 
taken by the new turn pike seems to 
cross another discontinued highway 
from Stephen D. Abbott’s corner, that 
has wandered off Central Street past 
the Cemetery lot, taking a short cut 
around the hill, t the Abbott es- 
tates in the holiow and on to the Cald- 
well place, running southeast across 
the ole 4 till it catches up, with my 
lost from Asa Abbotis to Eben 
Jenkin’s and on to Joel Russell’s to 
meet the western highway. Whether 
the ancestors at first took their market 
route to the ‘Mystic’? by the left or 
the right road, is beyond my feeble 
powers at the present. However, we 
are quite sure where Timothy's garri- 
son stood, and that he bought the es- 
tate of his deceased brother »Wilham 
from thesons who emigrated, and lived 
himself at the last in William’s house 
on the Boston road, while young Tim- 
othy Abboit seems to be in the home- 
stead on the Woburn road with a barn 
across the street. The old site was 
kept up till 1833 when the sons ‘Syl- 
vester and Asa talk of building. 
Brother Sereno advises them to repair 
awhile longer, but in 1839 the building 
of the present double house on the 
north side of the way“ had begun. 

Timothy seems to have had his fill 
of wandering in boyhood, with his trip 
to Canada, and on the sunny slopes of 
Wardwell’s Hill and Holt’s Hul, he 
picks up rocks and makes his orchards 
with Hanna Graves whose sister Dorcas 
married his brother George. These 
daughters of Mark and Amy are now 
neighbors in their descendants to the 
descendants in tie line of a brother 
Sam, who went to the Narragansett 
fight with Uncle Joseph Abbott. Abi- 
gail Giaves of Reading sent her grund- 
children back to the homestead of 
Henry E. Hayward.

The silver Democrats have been un- 
tsually profuse this year in eulogies of 
Jefferson and Jackson.

The National Financial School. 
The National Financial school , is 
the name of. an organization which is

These financial schools should be en- 
couraged by all sound money men and 
organizaitons. There is no more cer- 
tain way of ridding the country of 
the 16-to-1-er than by educating the 
voters on the money question. If the 
schools are real schools and ndt merely 
lecture rooms, there cannot be too many 
of them. As they are nonpartisan, books 
and literature on both sides of the sil - 
ver question should be provided for 
their use. In this connection the sound 
currency committee of the Reform club, 
52 William street, New York city, of- 
fers to send free of charge a limited 
supply of literature to the officers of 
any of these schools asking for same. 
Send for its literature and be ready to 
vote intelligently on this question should 
it be up for settlement at the next con- 
gressional and presidential elections.

MERCHANT TAILORS MET. 


Committee Will Confer with Journeymen 
on the New Scale of Prices. 


There was a meeting Wednesday even- 
ing of the merchant tailors at M. W. Mor- 
ris’ store, Central building, to appoint 


a committee to meet a committee of the 
journeymen, to confer in regard to the 
new scale of wages presented by the 
journeymen on the first of May. The 
conference will probably take place next 
Monday night. 


The Bay State Bank. 


“Monday was the fiftieth annfver- 
sary of the first meeting of the Bay 
State National bank stockholders, May 
17, 1847, the calendar of that year, 1847, 
being identical with that of this. The 
call fur the meeting was dated May 4 of 
that year and signed by Charles S. Stor- 
row, Charles H. Bigelow and John Ten- 
ney. The meeting was held jn Mr. 
Storrow's office and in it were repre- 
sented 895 shares of owners aud 900 by 
proxy. 0 

Abbott Lawrence was chosen chair- 
man and George D. Cabot clerk, the 
latter being sworn in by John Tenney. 


The charter was accepted y 
unanimous consent and the fol- 
lowing seven directors chosen: 


Samuel Lawrence, William G. Lambert. 
John Tenney, Joseph W. Carleton, 
Charles H. Bigelow, Caleb M. Marvell 
and Charles S. Storrow, Mr. Storrow 
is thé onlysurvivor. The directors — 
immediately afterward and elected Mr. 
Storrow president and Nathaniel White 
cashier. A committee was empowered 
to procure a suitable lot of land and 
erect a building. Ground for the pres- 
ent building was broken May 27. 

The charter for this bank, which was 
then a state institution, was od to 
Charles 8, Storrow, Charles H. Bigelow 
and John Teuney, their assoblates and 
successors: The capital stock was 
$200,000. 

The charter was signed by Ebenezer 
Bradbury, speaker of the house, and 
W. B. Colhoun, president of the senate, 
February 10, 1847, and was approved 
by Gov. George N. Briggs. Governor 
Briggs was a brother of Mrs. George 
Harmon. 

The first three presidents of the in 
stitution were Charles 8. Storrow, 
George L. Davis and Joseph Shattuck; 
and the first three cashiers, Nathaniel 
White, Charles A. Colby and Samuel 
White. The bank opened for business 
October 20, 1847. 


Stricken Down. 


Joshua W. Higgins, of the firm of 
Gowing & Higgins suffered a paralytic 
shock at his home, 168 Jackson street, 
abeut 6 o’clock Monday evening. He 
had rallied. considerably Tuesday noon, 
but had not fully recovered conscious- 
ness and was rambling in his talk. Dr. 
Chase isin attendance, 


Mr. Higgins is one of the oldest and 
best known business men in the city 
and the news of illness has caused gen- 
eral sorrow. Mr. Higgins has enjoyed 
good health and has been as well as 
usual lately. He has just returned 
from a trip to Kansas where his son is 
now living. 

Monday he went to Boston in the 
morning on business, He returned to 
this city atnoon but did not go home 
to dinner, eating a lunch at the railroad 
station instead. Then in company 
with Mr, MacCartney he went to Cano- 
bie lake where the two men are build- 
ing summer cottages. ‘The afternvon 
was spent at the lake. 

Mr. Liggins arrived home late in the 
afternoon. . He appeared well but tired, 
and soon after his arrival he Jaid down 
on the sofa to take a nap. While being 
there he was prostrated by the shock, 
and fell off the sofa. Medical attend- 
ance was summoned at once, and every- 
thing that could be was done to relieve 
his suffering. :
